The Supplemental Food Pro 
xram for Women, Infants and 
Children in operation at Elba 
is one of three ander the di 
rection of Kenneth R. Ball, 
Health Services Administrator 
of Coffee and Geneva Counties 
that are being praised as 
leaders in the Southeast 

Joseph R. Bryant, of the 
Southeast regional WIC office, 
points to the three programs 
as leaders in the Southeast in 
fulfilling the objectives of the 
program as outlined by 
Congress when the WIC pro- 
gram was created in 1972 

The WIC program provides 
iron - fortified cereals, eggs, 
fresh milk and juices to preg- 
nant women, nursing mothers, 
infants and children who have 
been examined and approved 
by the health department. To 
become eligible, applicants 
must be examined and found 
to be nutritional risks because 
of poor diets or other reasons. 

Administered by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture's 
Food and Nutrition Service in 
cooperation with the Coffee 
County Health Department, the 
project at Elba serves over 700 
people with an annual budget 
of around $276,000. Each recip- 
ient receives an average of $24 
worth of food monthly. 

Bryant feels that the success 
of the programs are due to 
Director Ball, the coordinator 
of the programs in both count- 
ies, Mrs. Ann Edwards, andthe 
dedicated staff, Mrs. Kay Whit- 
worth, secretary, and Miss Rita 
Hughey, nurse. 

Instead of being just another 
food assistance program, 
WIC's efforts are coupled with 
those of the health department. 
All applicants are given a phy- 
sical examination - the most 
important feature being a blood 
test, a history of spontaneous 
abortion, low birth weight and 
inadequate growth pattern are 
items also noted when consid- 
ering applicants for the WIC 
program. 

The Elba WIC program 
has been accepted as a val- 
uable aid in raising the health 
standards of the community, 
according to Ball.

Dr. Clay Wells, director 
of the Bureau of Maternal and 


Child Care of the Alabama 
Health Department, shares 
Ball's enthusiasm for the WIC 
program. 


In his opinion, the special 
foods that are dispensed to 
the women and children by 
WID are merely the top of 
the iceberg when it comes to 
assessing the real value of 
the program. 

For one thing, he explained, 
in the past far too many wo- 
men never realized the im- 
portance of visiting the health 
center for prenatal care. Too 


: often they waited until the third 


trimester of their pregnancies. 
Now, with WIC asan incentive, 
they are coming to the center 
during the first three months 
of their pregnancies. 

As a result, any diseases 
or problems are detected early 
and promptly corrected. Be- 
cause of this, there has been 
a ‘remarkable decline in the 
number of cases of toxemia, 
kidney poisoning and other di- 
seases common to pregnant 
women who have neglected their 
health. 

Ball agrees with Dr. Wells 
when he says that one of the 
most valuable dividends of the 
program is the change in atti- 
tude of women about health 
care. Once they come to the 
health center to inquire about 
WIC and become involved in 
the various tests, they are 
impressed with the concern 
of the health center personnel. 

How does WIC operate? 

The staff at Elba is quick 
to tell you that all pregnant 
women, nursing mothers and 
children who feel that they have 
deficiencies that would make 
them eligible are urged to in- 
quire about the program at the 
health center.

Board gave a favorable nod to 
a proposal by water manager 
Don Weeks on a $11,000 im- 
provement project.

IRRIGATION PONDS 

Many ponds are going to be 
constructed this fall and winter 
to store water for irrigation. 
Many have already been started 
or finished. Mickey Motley has 
just finished a pond he will 
use to water peanuts and corn. 
Rolan Day is just beginning his 
which he will also use for 
peanut irrigation. 

During periods such as this, 
water is a valuable resource. 
If you have a pond site feasable 
to construct a dam you are 
lucky. This is true only in 
about one-third of the farms 
in Coffee County. Many land- 
owners who rent their land 
have water available for ir- 
rigation. After this year this 
will be an important asset to 
property. Landowners who do

WASHING TEMPERATURE 

(This is the third article 
in a series of articles pre- 
pared by. Kathy Maddox, 4-H 
club- member from Zion Chapel. 

Why is the temperature of 
wash water important? It is 
important because it directly 
affects the durability of the 
fabric finish, the cleaning, un- 
stable dyes and the wrinkling 
of a garment. 

There are three water 
temperatures to select from. 
They are hot, warm and cold. 

Hot water is 140 degrees F 
or above. You use hot water 
to wash diapers, whites, color- 
fast items, wash and wear and 
durable press items if heavily 
soiled. It is not suitable for 
all fabrics. Hot water is the 
best way to sanitize your wash. 

The water temperature for 
a warm wash is between 100 
degrees F and 110 degrees F. 
Wash woolens, silks, durable 
press, wash and wear, nylon, 
acrylic, polyester, and other 
man-made fiber fabrics in 
warm water. Warm water re- 
duces fading, minimizes 
shrinkage; reduces wrinkling 
and preserves finish of durable 
press. Warm water is used 
most often for hand washing. 

Cold water is used for extra 
sensitive colors and very light- 
ly soiled items. It is also used 
for the rinse cycle. Cold water 
will not give the same clean- 
ing results as hot or warm 
water. It reduces fading, min- 
imizes wrinkling and most of 
all it saves on the hot water 
supply. 


HOME BAKED FOODS 

If you want to keep home- 
baked foods for more than a 
few days, most of them will 
keep their eating quality well 
in a freezer at a temperature 
of zero degrees or lower. 

It’s best to freeze food 
as soon as it has cooled after 
baking. Wrap the product in 
moisture vapor-proof materia} 
or place it ina freezer contain- 
er or carton. Get out as much 
air as possible from the pack- 
age. 

Maximum storage time re- 
commended to assure high 
quality in frozen baked foods 
is turee months. To thaw, un- 
wrap and place inrefrigerator. 


This keeps uniced baked foods 
from drying out and iced ones 
from having moisture accumu- 
late on the icing, thereby mak- 
ing it soft. 


CHICKEN SELECTION 

A chicken is a chicken, 
right? Wrong - - there are 
several types of chickens at 
the meat counter of your super- 
market and you should be aware 
of the difference between them 
so you’H know what you’re 
buying. 

The boiler-fryer is the 
chicken usually found on special 
in stores. It’s usually marketed 
at 7 to 9 weeks of age and ranges 
from 2 to 3 1/2 pounds. It’s 
tender and can be used in many 
ways. Find it in your grocery 


, Store under the name of broil- 


ing chicken, fryer or some- 
times roasting chicken. 

A roaster is a little older ‘ 
and larger than a broiler-fry- 
er and weight is about -3 1/2 
to 6 pounds. It’s usually about 
16 weeks old and the meat is 
tender. 

Heavy hens--plump, meaty, 
mature laying hens--are us- 
ually about1 1/2 years old and 
weigh 4 1/2to6 pounds. They’re 
generally sold as a stewing or 
baking hen or heavy fowl. 

A small specially-bred bird, 
the rock cornish hen usually 
weighs 1 1/2 pounds or less. 
It’s usually roasted, with a half 
to whole bird per serving.

DO YOU HAVE THE RIGHT 
TO BE HAPPY? 


Matthew 5: 1-12 


Americans are absorbed 
with the idea that they must 
be happy. Thomas Jefferson 
wrote, in the main, our De- 
claration of Independence. 
His ideas came from the En- 
glish man, John Locke, who 
specified the fundamental 
rights of man as life, liber- 
ty, and property. Jefferson 
considered the list incomplete 
and made a significant change: 
Life, Liberty, and the Pur- 
suit of Happiness. 

Does this represent the 
truth? Does every man have 
a right to happiness? Adver- 
tisers say it is so and sell 
everything from sexy tooth- 
paste to  osculating hosiery 
with the promise of happiness. 
We are caught up with a 
Hollywood spirit of external 
happiness by satisfaction of 
every desire. 

The pursuit of happiness 
is a diverse search. One 
man buys a dozen houses 
and another becomes a re- 
cluse in the wilderness each 
pursuing happiness. For this 
quality of life, one woman 
enters a convent and another 
becomes a scarlet woman of 
the night. 

We pursue it, desire it, 
but what is happiness? Is it 
a state of mind? Or is it 
the by-product of a search 
for something more important? 
Finding an answer is modern 


civilization’s crucial problem. 


At the outset we face an 
overwhelming difficulty. A 
preacher talking about, happi- 
ness??? The ideal caricature 
of the preacher is a ‘‘wet- 
blanket,’’ repressing all nor- 
mal impulses, and smothering 
the spark of, joy. A modern 
wit says, “If there is anything 
wrong, preachers are going 
to find out about it first.’’ 

C. S. Lewis tells of a 
small child who was asked 
what God was like. The 
child answered that, so far 
as he could see, God is the 
kind of person who is always 
snooping around to see if 
anyone is enjoying himself, 
so that He could put a stop 
to it. I know many adults 
with the same idea about 


God. 

Happiness is not primari- 
ly a matter of the means by 
which we live. It is a mat- 
ter of the spiritual ends for 
which we live. We are long 
On means of living, but short 
on happiness. Man is more 
than a dog to be satisfied 
when bones are flung his 
way. Even if the bones are 
a new home, an automobile, 
airplanes or even a new job. 
Man has to live for some- 
thing. 

In living for something, 
one must learn to live in 
the bad mess. Paul quotes 
a prophet of Crete, ‘‘Cretans 
are always liars, evil beasts, 
idle gluttons.’’ Paul agrees, 
“This testimony is true.’’ 
And yet, he left Titus in 
Crete to continue the work 
of the chureh. Paul reminds 
Titus; ‘‘For this cause left 
I thee in Crete that thou 
shouldest set in order the 
things that were wanting.’’ 
Titus was in Crete because 
it was a bad mess. 

Change the name of Crete 
to Elba, Mobile, New Orleans 
or the long anticipated retire- 
ment farm, and it is all the 
same. Problems exist every- 
where! We are there, in 
part, because problems exist. 
Happiness comes as we learn 
to find our place in solving 


existing problems. 


Life is not something you 
find, but something you create. 
One cannot promise in Elba, 
Mobile or Crete that life will 
not have its problems--the 
big mess. Problems exist 
everywhere and _ happiness 
comes from the creative areas 
of life. Harry Fosdick said, 
“Existence is what you find; 
life is what you create.”
